The Ru- 
manian attacks are described as “‘treach- 
erous.”” Rumanian prisoners were tak- 
en.

_ at Rothenthurm Pass, 15 miles south of 
_Hermannstadt, Transylvania, and in the 
“passes south of Kronstadt (Brasso), the 
Statement adds. 
Kronstadt and Hermannstadt are two 
of the most important cities in Tran- 
Sylvania. They are near the southern 
border of Hungary, the first about six 
miles from the Rumanian frontier and 
the last about 15 miles from the fron- 
a tier. Kronstadt is 70 miles east-south- 
‘ east of Hermannstact. Kronstadt is the 
most important commercial and manu- 
facturing center of ‘Transylvania. Tt has 
& population of 41,000. Flermannstadt 
has a population of 33,000. Rumanians 
make up a large part of the population 
of both cities. 

Must Be Supplited Through Russia. 

Military writers in reviewing the sit- 
uation created by Rumanta’s entry Into 
the war generally agree the new com- 
batant will be able to throw 400,000 ef- 
fectives into the field. They estimate 
she has ammunition ¢éufficient for not 
more than four or five weeks, except for 
arrangement which may have been made 
for bringing in large additional amounts 
through Russia. Rumania herac!f does 
not possess large arsenals or industrial 
plants suited for the purpose.

Ballots Are Cast Under the Strict Su- 
pervision of the Military Au- 
thorities In the Regular Way.

POWDER PUFFS MADE WHERE 
CHILD PARALYSIS EXISTS 


Disease Found in Distributing Point 
for Material and in Six Homes 
Where Manufacture Goes On. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—It has been dis- 
covered that powder puffs inteded for 
sale to New York women have beén 
made by thousands recently in homes 
in Orange, N. J., where children of 
the workers’ famillies have been suf- 
fering from infantile paralysis. 

In at least six homes, the health of- 
ficer found mothers making powder 
puffs, while elder children acted as 
nurses for little ones with infantile 
paralysis. A case of the disease exists 
in a house which was a distributing 
point for the materials out of which the 
puffs are made. 


RADIO-CONTROL TORPEDO TEST 


Device Will Be Bought for $750,000 if 
Joint Board Approves It. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Major-General 
Leonard Wood has been appointed head 
of a joint army and navy board, to pass 
on the radio-controlled torpedo invented 
by John Hays Hammond Jr. If ap- 
proved, $750,000 will be paid for exclusive 
right to manufacture the device.

$50,000 ART OBJECTS STOLEN

nearly $50,000. The robbery took place 
on July 2 and became generally known 
‘through a circular warning pawnbrokers 
and dealers in antiquities and art objects 
to be on the lookout for the goods. 
Moet of the articles described in the 
circular are of jade and crystal and of 
ancient Chinese manufacture. The list 
reluded 8 articles.

RAILWAY OFFICIALS 
HERE PREPARE FOR 


Operating Chiefs Confer With 
Executives and Legal 
Representatives. 


SAY THEY HAVE - MEN 


‘Official Declares Trains Can Be 


Operated if They Can Be 
Protected. 


Operating officials of nearly all rall- 
road systems with general offices in St. 
Louis were in conferences behind closed 
doors this morning with executive offi- 
cers of the roads and representatives of 
their legal departments, mapping out 
the plans to be followed Monday, the 
date fixed for the strike of engineers, 
conductors, firemen and trainmen. 

The officials at these conferences con- 
sidered reports of the steps already 
taken in preparation for the strike and 
discussed the exact procedure to be fol- 
lowed if.the men go out Monday. 

Executive officers would not disclose 
the plans under consideration. They 
said the success of the plans might de- 
pend upon the ability of the railroads 
to put them in operation without the 
old employes having previous knowledge 
of them. 

One official who placed his refusal to 
permit the use of his name on the 
ground that he was not authorized to 
make a statement for publication, said 
that nearly all, if not all, the railroads 
in the Middle West had for weeks been 
advertising in newspapers throughout 
their territory for men. He said that 
many applications had been received 
and that these had been classified into 
the various kinds of employment for 
which the applicants were best suited. 

This official expressed the opinion 
that the railroad could operate trains 
if they had protection. It was his idea 
that Httle Government prétéction could 
be afforded outside railroad centers, 
but that the railroads would attempt to 
provide their own protection by  in- 
creasing the number of section employes 
and track walkers. 

It is expected that almost all the of- 
fice employes of the operating depart- 
ments will be sent out to operate trains. 
Nearly all roundhouse employes and 
many station agents and men in the 
dispatchers’ service could operate trains. 

The first effort of the roads would be 
to get freight trains with food and 
actual necessities through. The official 
said that probably little or no attempt 
would be made early in the strike to 
operate through passenger trains. 

‘thauffeurs Wanted for Engines, 
Particular attention has been given by 
operating officials to obtaining a list of 
chauffeurs who would be willing to ac- 
cept employment as engineers. One rail- 
road man said that the engineer’s duty 
was not nearly as exacting as that of a 
chauffeur, and that he was confident 
that with very little instruction a chauf- 
feur could be taught to run an engine. 

It is planned to take men from rail- 
oad offices to serve as conductors. For 
remen the railroads are said to be will- 
ing to offer a job to any man who is 
strong enough to shovel coal, and to 
trust to him to learn in a short time 
how to fire an engine in the best and 
most economical manner. 

It was understood at railroad general 
offices this morning that the roads 
would attempt to start out trains with 
nonunion men immediately after the 
union men quit work.

WASHINGTON, Aug 29. 
RESIDENT WILSON laid the threatened railway 
P strike before Congress today in an address to 
both houses assembled in joint session. 
as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Congress: I have come to you 
to seek your assistance in dealing with a very grave 
Situation which has arisen out of the demand of the 
employes of the railroads engaged in freight train serv- 
ice that they be granted an eight-hour working day, 
safeguarded by payment for an hour and a half of serv- 
ice for every hour of work beyond the eight. 


He spoke 


“The matter has been agitated for more than a year. 
The public has been made familiar with the demands 
of the men and the arguments urged in favor of them, 
and even more familiar with the objections of the rail- 
roads and their counter demand that certain provisions 
now enjoyed by their men and certain bases of pay- 
ment worked out through many years of contest be re- 
considered, especially in their relation to the adoption 
of an eight-hour day. The matter came some three 
weeks ago to a final issue and resulted in a complete 
deadlock between the parties. The means provided by 
law at mediation of the controversy failed and the means 
of arbitration for which the law provides were rejected. 


Positions of Two Sides. 

“The representatives of the railway executives pro- 
posed that the demands of the men be submitted in 
their entirety to arbitration, along. with certain ques- 
tions of readjustment as to pay and conditions of em- 
ployment which seemed to them to be either closely as- 
sociated with the demands or to call for reconsideration 
The men absolutely declined arbi- 


were by that means to be drawn again in question. The 
law in the matter put no compulsion upon them. 


“The 400,000 men from whom the demands proceeded 
had voted to strike if their demands were refused; the 
it has since been set for Sept.

basis of accommodation of settlement has been found. 

“Just so soon as it became evident that mediation 
under the existing law had failed and that arbitration 
had been rendered impossible by the attitude of the 
men, I considered it my duty to confer with the repre- 


sentatives of both the railways and the brotherhoods, 
and myself offer mediation, not as an arbitrator, but 


merely as a spokesman of the nation, in the interest of 
justice, indeed, and as a friend of both parties, but not 


as a judge, only as the representative of one hundred 
millions of men, women and children, who would pay 


the price, the incalculable price, of loss and suffering 


should these few men insist upon approaching and con- 
cluding the matters in controversy between them merely 
as employers and employes, rather than as patriotic 
citizens of the United States looking before and after and 
accepting the larger responsibility which the sities 


would put upon them. 


Approves Ejight-Hour Day. 


“It seemed to me, in considering the subject matter 


of the controversy, that the whole spirit of the time 
and the preponderant evidence of recent economic ex- 


perience spoke for the eight-hour day. It has been ad- 


judged by the thought and experience of recent years a 
thing upon which society is justified in insisting as in 
the interest of health, efficiency, contentment and a gen- 
eral increase of economic vigor. 
tion of modern’ experience would, it seemed to me, be 
in its favor, whether there was arbitration or not, and 
the debatable pointa to settle were those which arose 
out of the acceptance of the eight-hour day rather than 
those which affected its establishment.

Offered Services to Railways. 

“T unhesitatingly offered the friendly services of the 
administration to the railway managers to see to it that 
justice was done the railroads in the outcome. I felt 


warranted in assuring them no obstacle of law would be 


revenues to meet the expenses resulting from the change 
so far as the development of their business and if their 
administrative efficiency did not prove adequate to meet 
them. The public and the representatives of the public, 
I felt justified in assuring them, were disposed to 
nothing but justice in such cases and were willing to 
serve those who served them. 


“The representatives of the brotherhoods accepted the 
plans; but the representatives of the railroads: declined 
to accept it. In the face of what I cannot but regard 
as the practical certainty that they will ultimately be 
obliged to accept the eight-hour day by the concerted 
action of organized labor, backed by the favorable judg- 
ment of society, the representatives of the railway man- 
agement have felt justified in declining a peaceful set- 
tlement which would engage all the forces of justice, 
public and private, on their side to take care of the event. 
They fear the hostile influence of shippers, who would be 
opposed to an increase of freight rates (for which, how- 
ever, the public, of course, would pay); they apparently 
feel no confidence that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission could withstand the objections that would be 
made. They do not care to rely upon the friendly as- 
surances of the Congress or the President. They have 
thought it best that they should be forced to yield, if 
‘they must yleld, not by counsel, but by the suffering 
of the country. While my conferences with them were 
in progress and when to all outward appearance those 
conferences had come to a standstill, the representatives 
of the brotherhoods suddenly acted and set the strike for 
Sept. 4. 

No Way of Obtaining Arbitration. 

‘<The railway managers based their decision to re- 
ject my counsel in this matter upon their conviction that 
they must at any cost to themselves or to the country 
stand firm for the principle of arbitration which the 
men had rejected. I based my counsel upon the indis- 
putable fact that there was no means of obtaining arbi- 
tration. The law supplied none; earnest efforts at me- 
diation had failed to influence the men in the least. To 
stand firm for the principle of arbitration and yet not get 
arbitration seemed to me futile, and something more 
than futile, because it involved incalculable distress to the 
country and consequences in some respects worse than 
those of war, and that in the midst of peace. 

Only One Course to Pursue. 

“I yield to no man in firm adherence, alike of con- 
viction and of purpose, to the principle of arbitration 
in industrial disputes; but matters have come to a 
sudden crisis in this particular dispute and the country 
has been caught unprovided with any practical means 
of enforcing that conviction in practice (by whose 
fault we will not now stop to inquire). 

“A situation had to be met whose elements and fixed 
conditions were indisputable. The practical and 
patriotic course to pursue, as it seemed to me, was to 
secure immediate peace by conceding the one thing in 
the demands of the men which society itself and any 
arbitrators who represented public sentiment were most 
likely to approve and immediately lay the foundations 
for securing arbitration with regard to everything else 
involved. The event has confirmed that judgment. I 
was seeking to compose the present in order to safe- 
guard the future; for I wished an atmosphere of peace 
and friendly cooperation in which to take counsel 
with the representatives of the nation with regard to 
the best means for providing, so far as it might prove 
possible to provide against the recurrence of such un- 
happy situations in the future—the best and most prac 
ticable means of securing calm and fair arbitration of 
all industrial disputes in the days to come. 

‘‘This is assuredly the best way for vindicating «a 
principle, namely, having failed to make certain of its 
observance in the present to make certain of its observ- 
ance in the future. But I could only propose. I could 
not govern the will of others who took an entirely dif- 
ferent view of the circumstances of the case—who even 
refused to admit the circumstances to be what they have 
turned out to be. 


Recommendations of the President. 

“Having failed to bring the parties to this critical 
controversy to an accommodation, therefore, I turn to 
you, deeming it clearly our duty as publie servants to 
leave nothing undone that we can to safeguard the life 
and interests of the nation. In the spirit of such a pur- 
pose, I earnestly recommend the following legislation: 

‘‘First, immediate provision for the enlargement and 
administrative reorganization of the Interstate Com. 
meree Commission along the lines embodied in the bill 
recently passed by the House of Representatives and 
now awaiting action by the Senate; in order that the 
commission may be enabled to deal with the many great

PROPOSED LAWIS 
CONDEMNED BY 
BROTHERHOODS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The railway 
brotherheod heads, Garretson, Stone, 
Lee and Carter, issued the following 
statement explaining. their opposition to 
any legislation along the plan of the 
Canadian Commission. 

“Since the abolition of slavery no more 
effectual means has been devised for 
insuring the bondage of the workingman 
than the passage of compulsory investi- 
gation acts of the character of the Ca- 
nadian industrial disputes act. 

“The writers speak from their person- 
al experience thereunder as the rail or- 
Wanigations are all international in their 
jurisdiction. To cite an actual occur- 
rence: 

“In 1910 the men upon 8 railroads in 
the Eastern territory of the United 
States presented to the railway compa- 
nies of that territory a demand for in- 
crease in wages. The companies refused 
to deal concertedly with the proposition 
and it was therefore taken up with the 
individual roads. Three of the properties 
were Canadian. Negotiations were 
opened with all on Jan. 7. : 

"On July 18, following, settlement was 
made on the last of the 77 Ameriean 
lines involved. On the same date, at 6 
Pp. m., a strike took place on the Grand 
Trunk Railway, one of the Canadian 
railways, settlement not yet having been 
effected on any one of the three, this 
growing out of the delays, which the 
employers were able to interpose under 
the industrial disputes act. 

“Moreover, the period of investigation 
is eternally utilized by the employer tn 
an effort to defeat the demands of the 
men. in a majority of instances where 
& verdict by an investigation commis- 
sion has been favorable to the men, it 
has been repudiated by the employer. 

“In the present strife, if such an act 
were passed, all that would be necessary 
would be the power of attorney to be 
withdrawn from the national conference 
committee of managers by the individua! 
roads and then immediate necessity 
would arise for 2 investigation boards 
to be created, or, if only a limited num- 
ber ware provided for, men would be 
compelled to remain for years in invol- 
unary servitude if they obeyed the pro- 
visions of such a law."

RAILWAYS GIVE REASONS 
FOR FAILURE TO ACCEPT 


PRESIDENT’S PROPOSALS 


Declare That as Trustees for Public They Cannot 
Surrender Principle of Arbitration— Deny 


Society Endorses Eight-Hour Day. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—This state- 
ment to the public was issued by the 
committee of railway presidents: 

“Weare unable, after the most earn- 
est consideration, to agree with the pro- 
posal of the President of the United 
States, which is that we accept without 
arbitration ‘the substitution of an eight- 
hour day for the present 10-hour day in 
all of the existing practices and agree- 
ments.’ This is the main point in con- 
troversy and we cannot surrender it 
without an opportunity to be heard in 
some form of fair arbitration. 

“We do not assent to the statement 
that ‘the eight-hour day now undoubt- 
edly has the sanction of the judgment 
of society in its favor.’ We believe that 
society has not yet recorded its judg- 
ment upon this subject. 

Basis for Computing Pay. 

‘We are not in this controversy, how- 
ever, dealing with the conditions relat- 
ing to the eight-hour day in the indus- 
trial world. The difference between the 
eight-hour day in business and mann- 
facturing interest and in the ratiroad 
train service day has been fully ex- 
plained. The railroad day is a basis for 
computing pay and overtime, the length 
of daily service being controlled by va- 
Tiable conditions. 

“The demands involved in this con- 
troversy have not been presented, in 
our Judgment, for the purpose of fixing a 
daily period of labor nor a reduction in 
the existing hours of labor, or change in 
methods of operation, but for the real 
purpose of accepting an increase of 
wages approximating $100,000,000 per 
annum, or 85 per cent for the men in 
railroad freight train and yard service, 
represented by the labor organizations in 
this matter. 

“After careful examination of the facts 
and patient and continuous consultation 
with the conference committee of man- 
agers and among ourselves, we have 
reached a clear understanding of the 
maghitude of the questions and of the 
serious consequences of the railroads 
and to the public involved in a decision 
of them. 


Are Acting as Trustees, 

“As trustees for the public served by 
our lines and for the great mass of the 
less powerful employes (not less than 
80 per cent of the whole number) tnter- 
ested in the railroad wage fund—as 
trustees also for the millions of people 
that have invested their savings anil 
capital in the bonds and stocks of these 
properties and who, through the saving 
banks, trust 60 les and insurance 
companies are Zitally interested to the 
extent of millions of dollars, in the in- 
tegrity and solvency of the railroads 
of the country, we cannot, in conscience, 
surrender without a hearing of the prin- 


ciple involved nor undertake to transfer | 


the enormous cost that will result to 
the tranaportation of the commerce of 
the country. — 

“The eight-hour day, without punit- 
tive overtime, involves ean annual in- 
crease approximating in the aggregate 
960,000,000 and an increase of more than 
80 per cent in the pay of men, already 
most highly paid in the transportation 
service. The ultimate cost to the rail- 


and widespread public concert over the 
gravity of the situation and the conse- 
quences of a surrender by the railroads 
in this emergency. 

“In like manner we ate deepiy im- 
pressed with the sense of our responsi- 
bility to maintain and keep open the 
arteries of transportation, which carry 
the lifeblood of the commerce of the 
country and of the consequences thai 
will flow from even a temporery inter- 
ruption of service over the ratlroada, 
but the issues presented have been 
raised above and beyond the social and 
monetary questions involved and the re 
sponsibility for the consequences that 
may arise will rest upon those that pro- 
voke it. 

“The questions involved are in our re- 
spectful judgment éminently suitable 
for the calm investigation and decision 
by the public through the agency of fair 
arbitration and cannot be disposed of, 
to the public satisfaction, in any other 
manner. The decision of a commission 
or board of arbitration having the pub- 
lic confidence will be accepted by the 
public and the social and financial re- 
arrangements made necessary thereby 
will be undertaken by the public but in 
no less deliberate nor orderly manner. 

“The railroads of the country cannot, 
under present conditions, assume this 
enormous increase in their expenses If 
imposed upon them, {t would involve 
many in early financial embarrassment 
and bankruptcy and imperil the power 
of all to maintain their credit and the 
integrity of their securities. The imme- 
diate increase in cost, followed by other 
increases that would be inevitable, would 
substantially appropriate the present 
purchasing power of the railroads and 
disable them from extending and im- 
proving their facilities, and equipment, 
to keep abreast of the demands of the 
country for efficient transportation 
service. 

“For these reasons we are with dee> 
regret unable to accept the suggestion 
made by the President of the United 
States. 

What the Roads Propose. 

“We propose, however, as a basis of 
settlement, the following: 

(a) The railroads will, effective Sept. 
i, 1916, keep the time of all men repre- 
sented in this movement upon an eigh:- 
hour basis and by separate account 
monthly with each man maintain a reo- 
ord of the difference between the mone, 
actually earned by him'‘on the present 
basis and the amount that would have 
been earned upon an eight-hour basis— 
Overtime on each basis to be computed 
pro rata. The amounts so shown wii) 
be subject to the decision of the com. 
mission provided for in paragraph (() 
of this memorandum and payable in 
money as may be directed by said com- 
mission in its findings and decision. 

“(b) The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to supervise the keeping of these 
accounts and report the increased cost 
of the eight-hour basis, after such pe- 
riod of actual experience as their judg- 
ment approves or the President may fix. 
not, however, less than three months.

emy by means of swift movements 
against the Rumanian flanks. 

There is no inclination to underrate 
the Rumanian army, but the belief is 
expressed that, while the Rumanian 
troops are fresh, they lack mucno of the 
experience and especially osychic sta- 
bility and fortitude necessary to ‘eet 
successfully all the terrors of modern 
warfare. In course of time this experi- 
ence may be acquired, some of the writ- 
ers point out, but before this point has 
been reached Rumania may have shared 
the fate of Servia. 

The economic advantages to be gained 
by overrunning Rumania rapidly are not 
overlooked. In event of swift and suc- 
cessful invasion Rumania’s vast stores 
of grain and rich oil wells would be ac- 
cessible to the central Powers. 
Indications are that the difficult na- 
ture of the ground along the banks of 
the Danube and on the Hungarian moun- 
tain border will localize the first clashes. 
The general strategic situation makes it 
possible for the troops of the central 
Powers t@ assume the defensive with 
thin lines, leaving targer masses free 
to attempt invasion at the selected 
points. 

It is believed here that Rumaniua’s 
action was precipitated by the Bu'garian 
offensive against Saloniki and that the 
Rumanian and Italian declarations of 
war were synchronized for political ef- 
fect. According to dispatches arriving 
here this view is shared by the neutral 


press.

from the Wobrudija. where she has an 
open frontier. The Turkish troops that 
have been stationed here for many 
months are today fighting before Lem- 
berg. The mass of the Bulgarian troops 
are in the south of Macedonia and the 
bulk of Austrian and German troops in 
the Balkan peninsula have been recalled 
to Galicia and Istria. Now upon Bul- 
garia falls the main burden of mak- 
ing head against 750,000 allied troops in 
Saloniki and not less than 260,000 on the 
north. 

This was the situation that Bulgaria 
faced in the second Balkan war. it P 
brought ruin and the loss of most of 
all she had won in the first Balkan War. 
Will she risk a second fight against such 
odds, or will she now change sides? If 
she risks the fight and is beaten, as 
seems inevitable, her territory will be 
occupied and the railroad line between 
Berlin and Constantinople will be cut. 
If she changes sides the result will be 
the same. And the cutting of this line 
will isolate Turkey. 

The German success In the Balkans 
was the one great disaster to allied for- 
tunes and the one shining Teutonic suc- 
cess. It gave Germany something that 
she could claim as a prize in a war that 
had elsewhere reached a situation where 
the status quo ante seemed the best 
basis for peace attainable. It fulfilled all 
the colossal German dream of an em- 
pire extending from Berlin to Bagdad 
and a place in the sun beyond the reach 
of jealous sea power. 

An invasion of Hungary by Rumania 
may be delayed, the frontier of Hungary 
is quite comparable to the Trentino 
front, and it may be pogsible for a few 
Hungarians to hold the passes of the 
Transylyanian Alps, but Rumania’s de- 
cision opens a new front, it demands 
new armies, and it demands them at the 
moment when the situation on two other 
fronts is critical and in the West dan- 
gerous. The recent Russiqn operations 
through the Oarpathians may eaally por- 
tend Rumanian operations along the 
same lines, and we may expect that Ru- 
mania will at once take over the Buko- 
wina front and incorporate Bukowina in 
its dominivona. 

300,000 Firee Line Troops. 

A good deal of exaggeration is heard 
now about the numbers of Rumanian 
armies, but it is certain that Rumania 
can put at least 30,0 first line troops in 
at once, and that behind these she will 
have reserves of equal number. She 
has been getting ready for this moment 
for two years, and she has levied toll on 
all the ammunition sent through her 
frontiers, both by Russia to Servia a 
year ago, and by Austria and Germany 
to Turkey and Bulgaria. In her brief

Teamsters Won’t Walk Out. 


Striking milk drivers this morning ar- |. 
ranged to hold a mass meeting during 


the afternoon near the new headquar- 
ters of the Pevely Dairy Co., Grand and 
Chouteau avenues, to exchange aledges 
of continuance in the strike for higher 
wages, which began three weeks ago. 

The Pevely company, in an advertise- 
ment published in yesterday's Post-Dis- 
patch, announced a meeting at its plant 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon and invited . 
all its striking employes to attend. This 
advertisement caused the strikers to 
make their counter announcement of a 
mass meeting, not only for the Pevely 
men, but for all the strikers. 

The purpose of the Pevely meeting, 
according to the advertisement. was to 
invite the men to return to work at the 
old scale of pay. The strikers declared 
none of them would do this. 

The Pevely company sent out eignt re- 
tail milk wagons this morning and it 
was reported at the dairy that the milk 
was accepted at most of the houses 
which the wagon visited. One of the 
wagons took to families in the neigh- 
borhood of King’s highway and Maple 
avenue the first milk that was delivere‘l 
to them for three weeks. As this is in 
the neighborhood of the St. Louis Dairy 


gregated, the wagon was heavily guard- 
2d. Four policemen acocmpanied it, 
and two men in plain clothes walked 
along the sidewalk, while two more 
made the deliveries at back doors. 

One of the Pevely wagons sent out 
from the Delmar boulevard branch re- 
turned at 10 a. m., the driver announcing 
that he had made all deliveries he un- 
dertook to make. The Pevely company 
said additional retail wagons would be 
sent out tomorrow. 

At a meeting of the strikers at 2225

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Says Italy’s Declaration Broke Triple Alliance and 
Austria-Hungary Menaced Rumanian Interest 


— Wants to Hasten End of Conflict 


| BUCHAREST, Aug. 28, via Petrograd and London, Aug. 29.— 
The causes which led Rumania to declare war on Austria-Hungary 
are set forth in a note presented to Count Czernin, the Austro- 
Hungarian Minister to Rumania, after a meeting of the Rumanian 
Crown Council at which it was decided to declare war. 


Summarized, the reasons given are: 
The triple alliance to which Ruma-

nia was a party was broken when 
Italy declared war against Austria- 
Hungary. 

Austria-Hungary threatened the in- 
terests and national. aspirations of 
Rumania. 

Austria-Hungary’s assurance that 
it was not inspired by a spirit of 
conquest or territorial gains, in at- 
tacking Servia have not been ful- 
filled, 

Rumania was confronted with ter- 
ritorial and political changes menac- 
ing her future. 

Rumanians in Hungary suffered 
oppression, arousing a continual 
state of animosity between the two 
nations. 

Rumania desired to hasten end of 
the war, safeguard her racial inter- 
ests and release her national unity. 

Text of Rumanian Note. 


Following is the text of the note: 
“The alliance concluded between 
Germany, Austro-Hungary and Italy, 
according to the statements of those 
Governments, had only a conserva- 
tive and defensive character. Its 
principal object was to guarantee the 
allied countries against attack from 
the outside and to consolidate the 
state of affairs created by previous 
treaties. It was in accordance with 
these pacific tendencies that Ru- 

mania joined this alliance. 

‘Devoted to the development of her 
internal affairs and faithful to her 
resolution to remain as an element 
of order and equlibrium on the low- 
er Déaémnube, Rumania never has 
ceased in her devotion to the main- 
tenance of peace in the Balkans. 
The last Balkan war, by destroying 
the statug quo, imposed upon her a 
new line of conduct, but her inter- 
vention gave peace and re-established 
the equilibrium. 

“For herself she was satisfied with 
the rectification of her borders which 
gave her the greatest security 
against aggression and repaired cer- 
tain injustices of the Congress of 
Berlin. But in pursuit of this aim, 
Rumania was disappoihted by the 
failure of the Vienna Cabinet to take 
the attitude Rumania was entitled 
to expect. . 

Kept Out, Like Italy. | 

“When the present war broke out, 
Rumania, like Italy, declined to as- 
sociate herself with the declaration 
of war by Austro-Hungary, of which 
she had not been notified by the 
Vienna Cabinet. 

“In the spring of 1915 Italy declared 
war against Austro-Hungary. The 
triple alliance no longer existed and 
the reasons which determined Ru- 
mania’s adherence to this political 
system disappeared. 

“Rumania remained in the peace 
group of states, seeking to work in 
agreement in order to assure peace 
and to conserve the situation de 
facto and de jure, created by treaties. 
Rumania then found herself in the | 
presence of Powers making war for 
the sole purpose of transforming 
from top to bottom the old arrange- 
ments which had served as a basis 
for their treaty of alliance. These 
ehanges were for Rumania proof that 
the object she pursued in joining the 
Triple Alliance no longer could be 
attained and that she must direct her 
effortg in new paths, especially as 
the work undertaken by Austria- 
Hungary threatened the interests of 
Rumania and her national aspira- 
tions. Cunsequently Rumania _ re- 
sumed her liberty of action. 

“The neutrality which Rumania im- 
posed upon itself in consequence of 
a declaration of war made independ- 
ently of its will and contrary to its 
interests had been adopted as the re- 
sults of the assurances that Aus- 
tria-Hungary in declaring war 
against Servia was not inspired by a 
spirit of conquest or of territorial 
gains. These assurances have not 
been realized. 


tria-Hungary made no effort to ame- 
liorate these conditions. After two 
years of the war Austria-Hungary 
showed herself as’ prompt to sacri- 
fice her people as powerless to de- 
fend them. The war in which al- 
most the whole of Europe is partak- 
ing, raises the gravest problems af- 
fecting the national development and 
very existence of the states. 

“Rumania, from a desire to hagten 
the end of the conflict and to safe- 
guard her racial interests, sees her- 
self forced to enter fmto the lines 
beside the side of those who are 
able to assure her realization of her 
national unity. For these reasons 


Rumania considers herself from this 
moment in a state of war with Aus- 
tria-Hungary.”

“Today we are confronted by a sit- 
uation de facto threatening great ter- 
ritorial transformations and political 
change of a nature constituting a 
grave menace to the future of Ru- 
mania. The work of peace which 
Rumania attempted to accomplish ih 
a spirit of faithfulness to-the Triple 
Alliance thus was rendered barren 
by the very Powers called upon to 
defend it. 

“In adhéring, in 1883 to the group of 
central Powers, Rumania was far 
from forgetting the bonds of blood 
constituting between them a pledge 
for her domestic tranquility. as well 
as for the improvement of the lot 
of Rumanians of Austria-Hungary. 
In fact, Germany and Italy, who re- 
constituted their states on the basic 
principle of nationality, could not but 
realize the legitimacy of the founda- 
tion upon which their own existence 
reposed. 

‘As for Austria-Hungary, she found 
in the friendly relations established 
between her and Rumania assur- 
ances of tranquilitiés both in her in- 
terfor and on our common frontiers. 
for she was bound to know to what 
extent the discontent of her Ruma- 
nian population found echo amongst 
us, threatening our good relations. 

“For a period of 8 years the Ru- 
manians of Austria-Hungary, pot 
only never saw a reform introduced, 
but, instead, were treated as an 
inferior race anc condemned to guf- 
fer the oppression of a foreign ele- 
ment which constitutes only «a mi- 
nority amidst the diverse nationali- 
ties constituting the Austro-Hunga- 
rian states. 

“All the injustices our brothers 
thus were made to suffer main- 
tained between our country and the 
monarchy a continual state of ani- 
mosity.

PRESIDENT SIGNS 
BILLS FOR DEFENSE; 
MAKES A SPEECH 


Thinks Country Will Feel That 
Congress Has Accomplished 
Very Large Part of Program. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—President 
Wilson today completed the administra- 
tion preparedness legislative program 
by signing the army and navy appro- 
priation bills. He also signed the Phil- 
ippine bill. 

At the same time the President signed 
the new uniform bill of lading law. He 
was surrounded by chairmen and mem- 
bers of the House and Senate commit- 
tees and army and navy officers. Mov- 
ing picture cameras recorded the event 
and when he had signed all the bills 
President Wilson spoke of his feelings 
in putting the finishing touches to the 
legislation. 

“IT think that the whole country will 
feel,” said he, “that this Congress has 
accomplished a very remarkable part 
of the program of national defense. This 
bill that I have signed for the army is 
merely the appropriation bill, it is not 
the bill by which we reorganized the 
army, of course you understand, but it 
does carry with it a very much needed 
revision of the articles of war, and it 
does mean that the finances of the na- 
tion are to stand behind the reorgani- 
zation of the army and its use for ade- 
quite national defense. 

“The navy bill is a very remarkable 
measure. Never before by one single 
act of legislation has so much been 
done for the creation of an adequate 
defense. Our navy has grown. I think 
the development of that arm of force 
has always had the enthusiastic support 
of the nation. It is a matter of unusual 
gratification, therefore, that we should 
have been able at this time to do so 
much, to do it so well, and I believe it 
to be done in this bill, and to doit with 
such unanimity of support and opinion. 


SAFES IN TWO BANKS AT HOMER, 
ILL., ROBBED OF $13,000 


‘Cracksmen Work Simultaneously in 


Institutions on Opposite Sides of 
Main Street. 

The safes in two banks of Homer, III. 
a town ot about 1200 inhabitants 17 miles 
southeast of Champaign, were blown 
shortly after last midnight and robbed 
of about $13,000 by cracksmen. The 
institutions robbed were the Rainer & 
Babb Bank and the Citizens’ Bank. 
Citizens were awakened by the explo- 
sions about 12:30 o’clock. Constable C. 
A. Fry hastened to the banks, which 
were situated on the main street oppo- 
site each other. - 

He found the doors of both oanks 
were open and, without further investi- 
gation, he arted for a telephone to 


spread the alarm and gather a posse, but 


the telephone and telegraph wires had 
been cut. Few people ventured on the 
streets for more than an hour following 
the explosions. 

Nitroglycerits was used to blow the 
safes. The men left four bottles of the 
explosive lying on the floor of the Citi- 
zens’ Bank. Notes, mortgages and 
deeds were destroyed by the explosions, 
The banks could not open this morn- 
ing until money had been shipped to 
them from Danville. 


LAWYERS’ VISITS TO PATIENTS 
IN CITY HOSPITAL RESTRICTED 


Attorneys Must First Get Permission 

of Injured Person to Call for Con- 
sultation. 

Consultations, between city hospital 

patients and lawyers who would like to 

handle damage claims for them, have 


been placed under restrictions, through 


a new order of the authorittes. The rulo 
is that no lawyer shall be admitted to 
see a patient, unless the patient, on be- 
ing queried by telephone, expresses a 
desire to see the lawyer. 

In the past, the “‘patient’s attorney,” 
whether or not the patient had actually 
engaged him, was admitted at all hours, 
and there were complaints that the per- 
sistence of these visitors retarded recov- 
ery in some cases. Hereafter the only 
times of unrestricted admission will be 
the afternoon visiting hours, and pa- 
tients will not then have to see anyone 
they do not wish to see.

URRISON INSISTS 
HE HAD A RIGHT 10 
SQUANDER FORTUNE 


Aged Man in Bankruptcy Pro- 
ceedings in Chicago, Declares 
He Had $6,000,000. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—Edward W. Mor- 
rison, recluse millionaire, who was in 
Federal Judge Landis’ court today 
ready to resume testifying in the pro- 
ceedings to throw his estate into bank- 
ruptcy, said he made most of his own 
fortune and had a right to spend it as he 
Pleased. 

Morrison, it is alleged, permitted him- 
seif to be fleeced out of many hundred 
thousand dollars. 

“My father was rich,"" he said. “He 
left me about $3,000,000 when he died in 


1868. I doubled that, speculating in mines 


and real estate. It was my money. I 
made it. I had a right to spend it as I 
pleased, and I did.”’ 

Deeds conveying propérty valued at 
more than $2,000,000 to James FR. War, 
attorney for Morrison, were ordered im- 
pounded by Judge Landis today when 
the inquiry was resumed. Ward sur- 
rendered the documents under protest. 

Piles of old court records, musty docu- 
ments and aged yellow letters were 
stacked before the Judge when court 
opened. 

The letters and other records are ex- 
pected to partially tell the story 
of the fleecing of the eccentric mil- 
lionaire. Some are said to be from 
bartenders, policemen; others from doc- 
tors and many from under-world char- 
acters who sought to part the 8-year- 
old man, who had from $3,000,000 to $8,- 
The letters were 
obtained in a search of Morrison's home. 

Attorney Is Excluded. 

Ward was excluded from the court- 
room on motion of Francis J. Houlihan, 
receiver’s attorney. The motion followed 
an interruption by Ward of questioning 
by Attorney Houlihan of Morrison with 
regard to sums of money given to Ward 
at various times during the last 10 
years. 

Houlihan questioned Morrison as to 
payments made by him in checks cover- 
ing a long term of which Ward was the 
recipient. The witness was only able 
to state that he supposed the checks 
were for fees. He could not remember 
details of many of the transactions 
which involve payments aggregating 
many thousands of dollars. 

Bufore Ward was excluded the Judge 
asked him if he had filed a statement 
of the bills he assumed for Mr. Morri- 
son. Ward said he did not have the 
complete statement because he did not 
have all of the deeds he had been or- 
dered to bring nor some of the can- 
celled notes. He objected to having the 
deeds taken out of his possession and 
he asked the Court to impound them. 
That was done. 

Morrison, before court opened to- 
day, explained his version of the 
adoption of Margaret and Alice Burn- 
stein, who, their reputed father, Joseph 
Burnstein, a junk dealer, declared, were 


actually the daughters of Morrison him- 


self. 

“I was a lifelong friend of the girls’ 
mother,’ he said. ‘“‘She came to me last 
spring and said she was going to be 
operated upon and feared she would die. 
She asked me, for sake of friendship, to 
watch out for her daughters. She died 
and I adopted them. They seem like 
grandchildren to me.”’

Witnesses examined yesterday todd 
of the shooting and the panic among 
the passengers on the crowded street 
car.

He said it was not custom- 
ary to shackle prisoners unless they 
were held on serious charges or were 
known to be desperate criminals.

THREE YEARS OF NAVAL PROGRESS. 
In his letter to Representative Williams of IIli- 


nois, Secretary Daniels sums up the record of 
the Wilson administration in upbuilding the 
United States navy. After 16 years of Republic- 
an rule, nearly eight under Roosevelt and four 
under Taft, it was short of ships, short of men, 
short of officers, short of munitions, short of air- 
craft and deficient in target practice. It has been 
necessary to revolutionize both the policy and 


the methods of the Navy Department. 
In the last three years not only has adequate 
rrovision been made for new ships of all classes, 


from superdreadnoughts and battle cruisers to 
submarines, but a continuing program of con- 


struction instead of authorization year by year 


has been adopted for the first time. In Roose- 


velt’s second term 55 ships were authorized, cost- 
ing $83,192,938; in Taft’s term, 65 ships, costing 
$127,747,118. In three years of the Wilson ad- 
ministration the construction authorized is 121 
ships, among them nine superdreadnoughts and 
four battle-cruisers, and, including the three-year 
program, 211 ships, a total of $655,289,806. This 
is the first real step toward naval preparedness. 
The number of men enlisted has increased, and 
the enlistment authorized has been raised from 
51,500 to 87,000. To remedy the shortage of of- 
ficers, where each Congressman had appointed 
one midshipman to Annapolis, he now has three 
appointments, and the door has been opened to 
26 enlisted men annually. 

For the first time the navy is equipped to man- 
ufacture its own mines, and its supply has been 
increased fourfold. It is making its own tor- 
pedoes at a saving of $1000 each, and has in- 
creased the capacity of the works over 400 per 
cent. By Government manufacture of powder it 
has reduced the cost 50 per cent and insured an 
adequate supply. The development of naval aero- 
nautics has at last been provided for by Congress. 
The mobilizing of industry through the Naval 
Consulting Board, of which Thomas A. Edison is 
chairman, is a radical departure in the national 
defense.

This 
govereign, who abdicated too late to 
gave the crown of his grandson, hope- 
fully styled Henry V, is described by 
historians as a typical Bourbon who 
never learned anything and never forgot 
anything.’ After his retirement from 
Paris, following the revolution of ‘July 
27-2, 1830, he took up his residence at 
Gorizia where he died of cholera six 
years later. 

“Beside the tomb of Charles X, in the 
Franciscan Monastery of Castagnavezzi. 
which overlooks Gorizia from a hill tu 
the east, is buried the Bourbon’s heir, 
better known to history as Comte de 
Chambord than by the kingly title of 
Henry V. This claimant to the French 
throne was called the ‘enfant du mira- 
cle’ on account of his birth seven 
months after the assassination of his 
father, the Duc de Rerry. Upon the oc- 
-@asion of his christening with water 
brought from the River Jordan by 
Chateaubriand, he was presented with 
the celebrated castle of Chambord. 
which had been bought from the widow 
of Napoleon's Marshal, Berthier, by en- 
thusiastic Legitimists. Thus the royal 
baby acquired possession of the famous 
residence of Francis I, Henry I{ and 
Louis XIV, in one of whose 440 cham- 
bers the first performance of Moliere’s 
great comic farce ‘Bourgeois Genti!- 
homme’ was staged. He died 32 years 
ago at Frohsdorf and his body was 
brought to Gorizia to be placed near 
that of his grandsire and of his uncle, 
the Duc d’Angouleme, Charles’ son. 

“Seventeen miles north of Gorizia, in 
an air line, is Tolmino, also captured 
by the Italians in the present driv». 
Dante is supposed to have written some 
of the cantos of the ‘Divine Comedy’ in 
this town on the Isonzo.”’

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BERLIN DROPS TO 
LOW WAR LEVEL 


Decline Indicative of What Wall 
Street Thinks of Latest Turn 
in Fighting Situation. 

Ry Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch 
NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

view today, says: 

“The Stock Exchange was again more 
interesting today for what the market 
did not do than for what it did. Open- 
ing prices were almost without exception 
lower, some of the initial declines being 
a full point. This movement was appar- 
ently altogether a result of the over- 
night news regarding the railway labor 
leaders’ preparations for a strike and 
actual issue of an order to stop work on 
Labor day. There were a few further 
declines from these lower opening prices, 
but these were in most cases recovered 
and the rest of the day was spent in ir- 
regular fluctuations on a much dimin- 
ished business. 


“There was undoubtedly some differ- 
ence of opinion as to the real meaning 
of the labor leaders’ performance. That 
their action pointed in form to the pur- 
pose of forcing a railway strike in any 
case was an easy. enough assumption; 
but that it signified actual intention of 
doing anything of the sort was by no 
means accepted on the financial mar- 
Kets. All that appeared beyond dispute 
Was that the union leaders, who had 
at least played their cards adroitly up 
to the time of the White House confer- 
ences, had now made a blunder highly 
prejudicial to their case. Whether in- 
tended seriously or not, the secret or- 
der which somebody betrayed was clear- 
ly the grossest violation of good faith, 
and thereby was bound to help the oth- 
er side in the public view as much as 
it was bound to hurt that of its au- 
thors. This view was apparently taken 
by the Stock Exchange, where the mar- 
ket in effect seemed to suspend judg- 
ment after the first decline. Thus far, 
in fact, the episode which is popularly 
described as a ‘historic crisis’ has fig- 
ured as a source merely of some per- 
plexity and much irritation. The mar- 
ket closed without any semblance of 
agitation, and in a manner suggestin 
that the next move, which shoul 
Silence the threats of the union lead- 
ers, was awaited with quiet interest. 


Little Attention to War. 
“Little or no attention was paid 
to the European war situation. While 
it is impossible to say that the new 
developments in the Balkan theater 
of war had found clear reflection on 
either home or foreign Stock Ex- 
changes, the Rumanian episode nas 
had prompt and decided influence on 
another financial market. New Yok 
exchange on Berlin, which sold at 
77% last May, when the German 
Government bowed to our State De- 
partment’s demands in the matter of 
submarine warfare, and which rulcd 
arotind 75 just before the Russian 
campaign and the new allied drive 
began, fell today to 70%, the lowcst 
price of the war. Last Saturday the 
rate was 71%. The previous minimum 
quotation was the 71% to whici. 
reichsmarks fell last March, when 
cur Government sent its ultimatuin 
on the submarines. Today’s rate rec- 
ords a total depreciation of 34% pcr 
cent from parity. 

“Simultaneously with the decline 
in German exchange this week Rus- 
sian exchange has risen sharply. 

“The ruble was quoted around 31\%e 
at last week’s close; it sold at 32c vester- 
day and at 33\%c this afternoon. The low 
price of the war was last January's 
29%c, which marked a depreciation of 42 
per cent from parity. 

“Wall street has -had other causes to 
assign for this week's recovery than the 
Rumanian news. especially the sudden 
and curious buying of Russia's internal 
ruble bonds tn this market. But even if 
that had been the main influence on ex- 
change, the motive for such buying 
would be much the same as the motive 
for the higher bid for Petrograd ex- 
change and for the lower bid on reichs- 
marks. the feeling that events 


vor anc against the German interests. 
One of the highly interesting economic 
incidents of the war will be in sight 
when the markets have a chance to 
watch the movement of exchange rates 
on the victorious and on the beaten 
countries, when the war is near its end.’’ 


Mainly a Nervous Market. 

Stocks displayed a nervous tone in the 
early trading, steadiness being rare an4 
strength almost entirely lacking. 
Steel common was off a fraction, 
while Union Pacific and Studebaker 
were down a full point. Further frac- 
tional declines appeared in spots during 
the first few minutes of the market, 
while there were alsu apparent signs of 
steadjing In other directions. 

The potent influence was, of course, 
the definite order to the four brother- 
hoods involved in the negotiations with 
railroads for concessions to inaugurate 
a strike next Monday, but the full force 
of such action is stayed, of course, upor 
the persistent hope that the differences 
may yet be adjustead and the tie-up 
averted. Traders were atill talking of 
the market's tccitical position as favor- 
ably affecied by short selling and weed- 
ing out of weak accounts, clearly in- 
dicating that they sre as yet viewing 
the strike as a possibility rather than 
a probability. 

Tennessee Copper yielded over 2 
points in the early run, but Other 
metals were more steady. Minor in- 
dustrials, including Colorado Fuel, 
Republic and Lackawanna Steels and 
Mexicans, lost substantial fractions.
